ZURICH ON JULY 17/18 CARRIED VERY POSITIVE PAGE ONE ARTICLE 
ON PRESIDENT CARTER’S FOREIGN POLICY UNDER TITLE "BREZH- 
NEV'S UNPLEASANT SUMMER." ARTICLE'S BASIC THRUST IS THAT 
PRESIDENT ALREADY HAS SUCCEEDED PSYCHOLOGICALLY IN TURNING 
AROUND THE GENERAL FEELING IN THE WEST THAT WE HAVE 
ALLOWED THE SOVIETS TO GET OUT IN FRONT OF US, AND ASSERTS 
THAT THE SOVIETS PSYCHOLOGICALLY HAVE BEEN FORCED ON THE 
DEFENSIVE. 

2. 1 FIND THE ARTICLE ESPECIALLY GRATIFYING IN THAT IT 
PROVIDES WELCOME CHANGE TO SOME OF THE UNBALANCED PRESS 
COMMENT WE HAVE BEEN SEEING LATELY IN EUROPE ON CERTAIN 
ASPECTS OF THE PRESIDENT'S FOREIGN POLICY, E.G., IN THE 
FIELD OF HUMAN RIGHTS. A FORCEFUL AND CLEAR ANALYSIS, NOT 
UNUSUAL FOR THIS TOP EUROPEAN SWISS NEWSPAPER, THE NZZ 
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ARTICLE IS HEARTENING IN THE SAME WAY AS WAS THE TIME 
OF LONDON EDITORIAL OF JULY 9 WHICH ALSO DESERVED SPECIAL 
NOTICE BECAUSE OF ITS FAVORABLE AND HELPFUL TONE. 

3. EXCERPTS OF THE NZZ ARTICLE WERE SENT TO WASHINGTON 
IN USIS BONN'S JULY 18 DAILY PRESS REVIEW, BUT I TAKE 
LIBERTY OF REPEATING THEM HERE IN CASE THEY FAILED 
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RECEIVE NOTICE DUE TO MASS OE DAILY MATERIAL RECEIVED.

NEUTRON BOMB, ARE ALSO MOVES IN SALT DIPLOMACY. 

7. "UNLIKE THE AMERICAN ECONOMY, THE SOVIET ECONOMY IS 
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HAMPERED BY THE SYSTEM OE COLLECTIVISM... BREZHNEV AND 
HIS EOLLOWERS HAD HOPED TO USE DETENTE FOR OVERTAKING THE 
WEST MILITARILY, UNDERMINING IT POLITICALLY, AND 
EXPLOITING IT ECONOMICALLY AND TECHNOLOGICALLY. 

THIS HOPE HAS NOT COME TRUE NOW THAT A NEW U.S. PRESIDENT 
MISINTERPRETS' THE HELSINKI ACT BY EMPHASIZING THAT THE
